REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 1 and 4-6 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 and 5 are allowable over the prior art for at least the reason that the 
prior art fails to teach or reasonably suggest, "a condensing position of the object beam 
is controlled by regulating the spacing between said spherical lens system and said 
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cylindrical lens system, wherein a focal distance of the cylindrical lens system and a 
focal distance of the spherical lens system are selected such that the spatial beam 
modulator and the one-dimensional diffuser are located a optically conjugate positions" 
as set forth in the claimed combination. Claims 4 and 6 are allowable based upon their 
dependence on claim 1 . 

The prior art of record teaches a holographic stereogram forming apparatus 
comprising a laser source, beam separating means, reference beam irradiating means, 
a spatial light modulator, a one-dimensional diffuser plate and an object projection 
optical system including a spherical lens system for forming image displayed by the 
spatial light modulator and a cylindrical lens system for condensing the object beam on 
the hologram recording medium. However, the prior art of record does not teach a 
condensing position of the object beam being controlled by regulating the spacing 
between said spherical lens system and said cylindrical lens system, wherein a focal 
distance of the cylindrical lens system and a focal distance of the spherical lens system 
are selected such that the spatial beam modulator and the one-dimensional diffuser are 
located a optically conjugate positions and there is no motivation or teaching to modify 
this difference as derived.
